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EDN = Aving this opportunity, I cannot but 
acquaint you with the Relation of a 
very ſtrange Tempeſt which hath 
been in theſe parts (with us calfed a 
Hurricane) which began Aug, 27. and continu- 
ed with ſuch Violence, that it overturned many 
Houſes, burying inthe Ruines much Goods and

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many people, beating to the ground ſuch as 


were any wayes,ompleyed mtheFiells, blowin 
| many Cattle DNS hoe. he It INE, Ng 
.tothem, whereby unknownnumbe 


peri- 
ſhed, tothe great afflicion of all people, Wk 


ving eſcaped who have not ſuffered intheipper- 
ſons or Eſtates, much Corn wash enivay, and 
great quantities of Tobacco have been loſt, to 
the great damage of many, and utter undoing of 
others. Neither did it end here, but the Trees 
were torn up by the roots, and in many places 
whole Woods blown down, ſo that they can-. 
not go from Plantation to Plantation. The Sea 
(by the violence of the winds) ſwelled twelve 
Foot above 1ts uſual height, drowning the whole 
Country before it, with many of the Inhabitants, 
their Cattle and Goods, the reſt being forced to 
ſave themſelves m the Mountains neareſt adjoy- 
ning, wherethey were forced to remain many 
dayes together in great want, till the Violence of 
the Tempeſt was over, which while it continu- 
ed, was accompanied with a very violent ram 
that continued twelve dayes and nights toge- 
ther without ceaſing, with that fury, that none 
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_ wereabletoſtir from their ſhelters, though al- 
| moſt famiſhed for want of Proviſions, The ſhips 


that were in the Rivers have ſuſtained great da- 
mage, but we hope there is none of them loſt. 
This Tempeſt, for the time, was ſo furious, that 
it hathmadea genera] Deſolation, overturning 
many Plantations, ſo that 'there was no- 


thing that could ſtand its fury, We are now 


with all the induſtry imaginable, repairing our 
ſhattered houſes, and gathering together what 


the Tempeſt hath left us. Although ic was not 


alike Violent inall places, yet there is ſcarce any 
place in the whole Country where there is not 
left ſufficient marks of its ruines, By the next 
ſhips you will hear aparticular of all our lofles. 
Such Hurricanes on the Land are ſeldome 
heard of, bur Hurricanes upon the Sea are com- 
mon in thoſe parts, which are many times yery 
prejudicial and dangerous to the ſhips Trading 
there. It was by a Hurricane that excellent 
Commander the Lord WW:lloughby perithed, with 


divers others in his Company: By theſe kind of 


Tempeſts the King of Spain hath loſt at ſeveral 


times near 1000 fail of thips, 
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' Neither are ye SS Trains of 'great 
Ruines and Deſolations which haye been made 
in other places upon the Land. In the City of 
 Raguſa belonging to the Venetians, hapned 'fo 
violent an Earthquake, that the- City. was 1n a 
manner buried. in its own- ruines, with many 
hundreds of its Inhabitants : And at the ſame 
time many places belonging to. the Turks were 
viſited with as great Deſolation. In England 
there have been very great Land-Tempefts; on 
the third of September One thouſand fix hundred 
fifty eight, there was ſo great a: Tempeſt, that 
many houſes were blown down 1n ſeveral parts 
of England, Trees torn up by the-Roots and laid 
croſs many Roads, in ſuch great nymbers, thar 
Travellers could not paſs till they were remo- 
ved. And ſuch like Tempeſts have fince hap- 
ned in divers places in England, whereby peo- 
ple have been much_damnified, but 1o great a 
one as this which hath now happened, we have 
not heard ofamongſt us.
